and with a view of extending its 
usefulness in protecting the inter­ 
ests of the working class generally, 
respectfully submits to your care­ 
ful consideration

following 


proposition : 
A m o n g the demands, the Feder­ 
ation of Labor demands the em­ 
ployment of union 
labor 
on 
all 
public works and structures. 
In the letting of contracts for 
the 
erection 
of the new library 
building organized labor respect­ 
fully requests that you insert or 
have inserted in the specifications 
a clause stipulating that none but 
union labor be employed thereon, 
at least insofar as it is practicable. 
The insertion of a clause in the 
specifications such as the one sug­ 
gested, we are convinced, will in­ 
sure the employment of competent 
and capable artisans, for the reason 
that only such are eligible to mem­ 
bership in a trades union as are 
competent to perform the work in 
the 
particular trade 
covered by 
their respective organizations. 
T hat It will insure the employ­ 
ment of home labor, at leas-t to the 
extent 
that 
said 
home 
labor is 
competent. 
T hat it will shut out the horde 
of non-union 
laborers 
that 
will 
flock to Sedalia immediately the 
w ork is begun, which could not 
possibly be the case if restricted to 
union labor, inasmuch as no union 
workman would seek employment 
thereon, except through the chan­ 
nels provided by each organiza­ 
tion. 
Hence, the employment of 
foreign labor would be reduced to 
a minimum. 
That it will lessen, if not wholly 
eliminate, the possibility of delay 
in construction, which oiten re­ 
sults from differences between con­ 
tractors and employes. 
T h at it will insure to the w ork­ 
ers a fair w age rate for labor per­ 
formed. 
T hat a high wage rate does not 
n ecessarily imply increased labor
